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Board seeks solutions 
to enrollment problem

The Chaffey Joint Union High 
School District Board of Trustees 
will hold a public hearing 7 p.m. 
Wednesday, Oct. 5 to consider 
actions néeded to deal with 
increasing numbers of students. 


The public hearing, at Allen Smith 
Hall, Fifth Street and Euclid 
Avenue, ) Ontario, will consider 
recommendations by a citizens 
advisory committee, which has 
worked many months investigating 
district conditions and studying 
alternatives. 


The committee recommends 
asking voters to pass a bond issue to 
construct a new high scool for 
students in the tricommunity area 
of Alta Loma, Cucamonga, and 
Etiwanda. Bond issues must be 
passed by voters throughout the 
entire district, with the cost to be 
borne by all tax payers. . 


The citizens committee report 
estimates an additional 1,200 
students will be attending Alta 
Loma High School by the end of 
1978. But, the report notes, that 
figure is a minimum estimate and 
the number of new students could be 
as high as 1,850 by the end of 1978. 


The projected student population 
is nearly double the number of 
students the school was constructed 
to house

“We do not believe that there is 
any question but that a new high 
school with a capacity of at least 
2,500 students will be an absolute 
necessity within three years,’ the 
report states and notes that a new 
high school cannot be built in that 
time even if voters approve a bond 
issue in March 1978. 

Because of the time constraints, 
the committee recommended 
placing the bond issue on the 
November ballot. If the bond issue 
fails at the first election, the 
committee recommended placing it 
on the ballot again at the next 
election. 

If district voters approve 
construction of a new -high school, 
Alta Loma High School students 
should be placed on double sessions 
in September 1978 continuing until 
the new high school is completed, 
according to the report. 

Double session boundaries should 
be drawn along attendance lines for 
the new high school, creating a full 
student body and staff ready to 
transfer when the new schooi is 
opened, it noted. 

If voters do not pass the bond 
issue before July 1978, the district 
should redraw attendance 
boundaries for all five high schools 
“to balance the attendance load 
equally throughout the district,” 
according to the citizens report. 

Even with redrawing attendance 
boundaries, the report notes, a new 
high school will be needed within the 
district by 1980 because of increased 
population in the tricommunity area 
as well as in south Ontario. 

Alta Loma High School cannot go 
on double sessions for more than 
three years without ‘‘severely 
limiting the quality of the education 
and increasing the level of tension at 
both the high school and throughout 
the community,’ the report states. 

Other recommendations of the 
citizens commitee include 
instituting 100-minute classes at 
Alta Loma High Schoo] to 
accommodate double sessions 
during the construction period. The 
system is presently being used at 
Montclair High School where 
students attend each class for 100 
minutes every other day. 

Other schools should also consider 
use of 100-minute classes to 
minimize crowding, and the district 
should consider implementation of 
year - round school programs to 
‘“‘maximize use of school facilities 
and eliminate unnecessary over - 
construction,’’ the report noted.

The committee also recommends 
soundproofing and remodeling of 
physical education facilities at 
Chaffey High School, both to be 
funded through a bond issue. 


Continuation of Mountain High 
Alternative School in Upland is 
recommended by the committee, 
but the report states that funding 
should come from general funds 
rather than a bond issue. 


The commitiee recommends sale 
of the 40-acre high school site in 
Upland, with the proceeds to be used 
to purchase sites for the 
tricommunity high school and for 
Mountain High Alternative School. 
The report recommends the 40-acre 
Etiwanda school site be kept for 
future expansion. 


Once the crowding problem at 
Alta Loma High School is solved, the 
district can transfer the relocatable 
buildings to a separate site for use 
by Mountain High Alternative 
School, according to the report. 


The report also lists needs at 
other high schools, but notes that the 
over - crowding is the most pressing 
problem. 

Upland High School needs an 
additional gymnasium, a covered 
eating area, and adequate restroom 
facilities. In addition, many 
classrooms are without adequate air 
conditioning and asphalt walkways 
are crumbling, the report noted. 


At Montclair High School the air 
conditioning system is in ‘‘decay,”’ 
acoustical ceilings are damaged, 
and the emergency alarm and public 
address system is ‘‘virtually 
useless,’ according to the report.

Butterfly farm unusual 
part of Upland’s past

North Upland has been the setting 
for a variety of farming ventures 
from citrus groves to fields of 
eucalyptus. Probably the most un- 
usual was Esther Hewlett’s five - 
acre butterfly farm on East 24th 
Street. 

Miss Hewlett, known locally as 
“the butterfly queen,’’ operated the 
ranch for six years — 1919-1925 — 
gathering ‘‘large quantities of 
butterflies along the foothills above 
Claremont and Upland,”’ according

to an August 1923 report in the 
Claremont Courier. 

She also imported rare butterfiles 
from throughout the world, receiv- 
ing shipments from such places as 
Cape Town, South Africa. 

The local and foreign butterflies 
were used in art trays and other 
decorative pieces and then sold 
throughout the world. One order for 
decorative pieces came from 
Juneau, Alaska. 

She also received orders for as 
many as 10,000 butterflies from 
eastern art goods manufacturers, 
the Courier noted. 

Miss Hewlett sold the farm in 1925 
to W.S. Wilkowski of Upland who 
planned to raise chickens on the 
property. 

Miss Hewlett moved her 
butterfly operation to a 25-acre site 
near the mouth of Cucamonga Ca- 
nyon (north of Sapphire Avenue), 
according to a March 1925 report in 
the Upland News. 

“The 25-acre tract will afford 
Miss Hewlett a wider field for the 
propagation of the beautiful winged 
insects,” the paper commented. 

Her father John also had plans in 
1923 to establish a 40-acre butterfly 
farm on public land near Cajon 
Pass. 

Hewlett intended “‘to plant the en- 
tire tract in flowers and shrubs to 
attract every variety of butterfly in 
Southern California,’ according to 
the Courier report. 

Some years later the Hewletts, 
who lived in San Antonio Heights, 
also planned to build a home at the 
mouth of San Antonio Canyon, 
where they owned property. 

Further history of the Hewletts 
and their butterflies may be record- 
ed in later issues of the Upland 
News, available on microfilm and in 
bound volumes at the Upland Public 
Library.

New unit to stop speeders 


To curb speeding violations, the California Highway 
Patrol Ontario and San Bernardino offices are combining 
forces in a special enforcement unit consisting of 25 of- 
ficers. 

Recent speed surveys conducted in the San Bernardino 
and Ontario areas have shown that a majority of 
motorists are exceeding the 55 mile-per-hour speed 
limit, a CHP spokesman said. 

Enforcement efforts will be concentrated on the San 
Bernardino, Devore, Pomona and Riverside freeways. 

Officers will be assigned to patrol small stretches of 
the highways and take enforcement action against all 
violations committed in their presence with particular 
emphasis on the 55 m.p.h. speed limit, the CHP related. 


Director resigns 


Ray W. Glider, director of the county’s Economic 
Development Department, has resigned, but he said 
Monday it wasn’t in protest against the reorganization 
county supervisors are proposing for his department.

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Medical center losses 
may total $16.4 million

The county medical center in San 
Bernardino may have lost as much 
as $16.4 million over the past three 
years, $3.2 million more than the 
center’s own financial records 
show, a consultant has told the 
county board of supervisors. 

This means the center’s deficits 
have been far higher than the 
amounts the county contributes 
directly to offset those deficits. 

When added to payments from the 
federal Medicare program, the 
state’s Medi-Cal program, 
insurance firms and patients 
themselves, the county’s 
contribution (estimated at $3 
million this year) is supposed to 
-\balance the medical center’s 
operating costs. 


The preliminary study, presented 
by representatives of Booz, Allen 
and Hamilton at a supervisors’ 
workshop session last week, 
confirmed the supervisors’ worst 
fears about ‘‘a runaway budget’’ at 
the medical center. 


The term ‘‘runaway budget” was 
used by Supervisor James L. 
Mayfield of Apple Valley, who, 
ironically, had objected to the 
$125,000 study by the nationally 
known management consulting firm 
because he felt it would be too broad 
and repeat what has been said in 
earlier reports. 

But Chairman Robert O. 
Townsend of Chino said if the study 
can help the county control the 
medical center’s operating costs, 
estimated at $25.6 million this year, 
“then it will be worth every dollar 
we spent on this.” 


“I’m not happy to hear about 
this,’’ Townsend said of the center’s 
higher-than-expected deficits. ‘‘But 
I'd rather hear about this than 
continue the way we have been 
going.” 


The consultant is expected to 
complete a study of the center’s 
operations by mid-October. 

Then, after an evaluation of the 
county’s health care needs and how 
the medical center can best meet 
them, Booz, Allen and Hamilton will 
present a series of 
recommendations for the 
supervisors’ consideration. This is 
scheduled for early next year. 

Those recommendations are 
expected to include proposals for 
tighter financial controls on the 
center’s operations. 

From mid-1974 through mid-1977, 
the study estimates, the center has 
lost from $5 million to $6 million 
each year, ‘‘and though I don’t think 
we should make a profit, I think we 
can break even (with the county’s 
direct contribution),’’ Townsend 
said. 


The report concentrates on the 
medical center’s management and 
finances. It says nothing about the 
quality of care at the center, except 
that the ‘‘intensity of care’ appears 
to be greater than at comparable 
hospitals in the West. 


The study attributes the operating 
losses to what appear to be 
extraordinarily high deductions 
from the center’s revenue 
estimates. 


The medical center’s own 
financial records, which the study 
terms ‘‘substandard,’’ indicate that 
such deductions — many of which 
were for uncollectible accounts — 
averaged 27 per cent between mid- 
1974 and mid-1977. 


But the study says those 
deductions should have been higher, 
averaging 31.3 per cent of gross 
revenue over the three years. The 
higher deductions account for the 
higher deficits. 

These deficits have occurred

despite sharply increased charges 
per patient since mid-1974, the study 
says. 

“Comparative data for 1975 and 
1976 indicate San Bernardino County 
Medical Center’s costs and charges 
are higher than other county 
medical centers in California of 
similar size and comparable patient 
mix,” the study says. 

The center’s costs and charges 
were compared with those of 
county-operated medical centers in 
four other California counties 
Fresno, Orange, Riverside and 
Ventura — and the study found those 
in San Bernardino County to be 
some 30 to 40 per cent higher. 

“This appears to be due in large 
part to staffing levels at San 
Bernardino County Medical Center 
which substantially exceed industry 
averages,” the study says 

By state law, the county must 
provide medical care for those who 
cannot afford it or cannot obtain it 
anywhere else — and the medical 
center serves that primary need. 

However, in recent years, the mix 
of patients who use the center has 
changed. Patients whose bills have 
been paid for through the state’s 
Medi-Cal program have constituted 
a smaller share of the medical 
center’s load 





Patients whose bills have been 
paid for by the federal Medicare 
program or by insurance firms — 
and patients who cannot afford to 
pay for health care, with the county 
government picking up their bills — 
have accounted for a growing share 
of the center’s workload. 

Furthermore, the study points 
out, the center has increased the 
number of programs not related to 
its primary medical care. 

These include specialized 
diagnostic and treatment services, 
outpatient care services, and a 
variety of training programs for 
physicians, nurses and other health 
workers 

All of these programs have added 
to the center’s operating costs, the 
study notes. 

The study says that if the medical 
center’s costs are to be brought 
under control and the deficits 
reduced, the following questions 
must be answered: 

~ What services should the 
medical center offer to patients and 
what programs should it operate? 

— How many should the center 
employ to provide these services? 

— What steps can be taken to 
improve financial controls? 

— How much should the county 
contribute to the center’s operations 
each year? 

— How much should the county 
commit itself to expansion and 
renovation of the medical center? 

The medical center’s master plan 
for 1980 envisions an estimated $15 
million in construction between 
mid-1978 and the end of 1982. But the 
study says it will take almost $30 
million to complete the plan.

Department asks funds 
for prison revisions. 


The State Department of 
Corrections has asked the 
legislature for permission to spend 
$612,000 to house 400 protective 
custody convicts at the California 
Institution for Men in Chino and beef 
up security at San Quentin Prison. 

Phil Guthrie, department 
spokesman, said California prisons 
were experiencing a growing 
number of protective custody cases, 
many of them informers or convicts 
who feel threatened by prison gangs. 

He said $335,000 of the funds will 
be used to convert a CIM diagnostic 
center to a main line (protective 
custody) unit for that type of 
inmate. 

Local CIM officials announced the 
prison modifications earlier this 
month, stating transfers of 
prisoners began Sept. 6 and should 
be completed by next Saturday. 

Although the change at the local 
prison will mean the transfer of 100 
to 150 medium security prisoners 
officials noted the total CIM 
population will not change. 

Guthrie said the CIM 
modifications will include 
renovation of a gun tower and 
additional perimeter fencing around 
the present west facility diagnostic 
center, About 20 new personnel will 
also be required to operate the 


~ protective custody unit, he added. 


The remaining $227,000 will be 
used at San Quentin to divide the 





east cell block into two 300 - inmate 
cell blocks, activate a second gun 
walk and increase the number of 
guards, according to Guthrie. 


He said the requested $612,000 has 
already been appropriated. ‘‘We’re 
not requesting new money. We just 
want money that was budgeted for 
other uses (within the Department 
of Corrections ).”’ 


The money, he said, is earmarked 
in the department budget for 
reactivation of a housing unit in a 
different prison but there is no 
longer a need for that type of 
housing. 


The legislature, he said, must be 
notified of the transfer of funds. In 
turn, the transfer must be 
authorized by the director of finance 
when the state legislature is in 
recess.

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Career Center helps 
people find niche 


He had been a physicist 25 years 
and “‘hated every minute of it.”’ 
He is one of thousands who have 
visited the Chaffey College Career 
Center which helps people decide on 
career fields appropriate to them. 
Mary Bartell, counselor, said the 
need for such guidance is evident 
from a finding that 80 per cent of 
350,000 persons surveyed were un- 
happy with their work. 
People who visit the career center 
— there were 2,877 visits in a 12- 
week period last year — range from 
high school students to some in- 
dividuals in their 60s. 
In some cases, people who have 
gone through long training are 
nevertheless unhappy with their 
jobs, for example the physicist who 
“hated every minute of it.” 
In his 60s, he began taking courses 
in real estate because ‘‘he really 
wanted to work with people instead 
of around research laboratories,”’ 
Mrs. Bartell said. 
She indicated there has been a 
tremendous number of visits by 
women in their mid-30s through 
mid-40s, many of whom are divorc- 
ed or separated from their husbands 


and want to find work.

Dangers of the sun 


EDITOR’S NOTE:

The typical Californian 
unquestioningly accepts an 
abundance of sunshine as 
one of the benevolences of 
our environment. This is 
true since the sun is 
essential to the survival of 
life on earth. 

Yet indiscriminate 
exposure to the sun, 
particularly during the 
summer months, can result 
in great discomfort and 
often long-term damage 

The sun can burn you 
painfully not only on bright 
hot days when you are 
stretched out on the beach, 
but also on cloudy days, on 
the water, and at high 
altitudes. The rays which 
cause the burn are the 
ultraviolet rays which are 
reflected by light surfaces, 
such as sand, sails and 
snow. As any skier knows, 
there is the risk of trouble 
with the sun not only in the 
summer but year-round. 

The best protection 
against sunburn is provided

The 
ultra - violet rays are at 
their most potent between 
10 a.m. and 2 p.m., and this 
is the time to be most 
cautious. Fair - skinned 
persons should avoid 
exposure to the sun during 
those peak hours. Some

A number of lotions are 
available which screen out 
the burning rays and thus, 
to a degree, prevent 
sunburn. Sun screens 
containing para amino 
benzioc acid (PABA) are 
among the most effective.

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Fighting discrimination

Fighting job discrimina- 
tion looks easy on paper, 
but interpreting the words 
into action is a far, far 
different matter. 


California’s labor 
Statutes declare it public 
policy to protect the right of 
all people to obtain jobs 
without discrimination ‘‘on 


account of race, religious 
creed, color, national 
origin, ancestry, physical 


handicap, medical condition 
or sex.” 
People who believe a job 


or promotion has been 
denied them solely for any 
of these reasons are entitled 
to file a complaint with the 
Fair Employment Prac- 
tices Commission (FEPC). 

The commission is 
authorized by law to in- 
vestigate that complaint, 
try to reconcile differences 
between workers and 
employers and, if that fails, 
to schedule a hearing to rule 
on the discrimination ques- 
tion; however, the leaders 
of many labor groups and 
minority organizations say 
that the commission’s bark 
is much worse than its bite 


Legislation would ok 
access to records 


State Senator H. L. ‘‘Bill”’ 
Richardson (R-25) has in- 
troduced legislation (Senate 
Bill 1294) to add members 
of the Legislature to the list 
of government officials hav- 
ing access to state and local 
criminal records in the nor- 
mal course of their duties 

‘‘The absence of 
legislators from this list 
really is conspicuous,’’ said 
Richardson, ‘‘and current 
law is a bureaucratic 
obstacle that conceals data 
which is relevent in judging 
problems of criminal ac- 
tion.” 

‘For example, my office 
regeives letters and calls 
from constituents who have 


been threatened by the 
release of certain 
prisoners. A legislator con- 
fronted with this situation 
presently has no way of 
determining if in fact the 
claims are valid and if so, 
what assistance can be 
offered. Having access to 
criminal histories is 
necessary for legislators 
who are concerned with 
seeing constituents 
protected from professional 
criminals.”’ 


‘Tt just stands to 
reason,’’ he said, ‘‘the more 
that is known about 


criminal activity the better 
we can write protective 
legislation.”

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Brown signs

Adoption reform legisla- 
tion prohibiting lawyers 
from acting as middlemen 
in negotiations .between 
natural and prospective 
parents, was signed by 
Governor Jerry Brown 
Sept. 13.

Jan. 1, 1978, under AB 309, 
authored by state 
Assemblyman Bill McVittie

Excluded from the 
measure are step-parent 
adoptions, and procedures 
involving a licensee child- 
placing agency.

A community. - by - com- 
munity survey to determine 
what hours and days of the 
week Department of Motor 
Vehicles offices should be 
open to best serve the needs 
of local residents will be un- 
dertaken this month, 
following Governor 
Brown's weekend signing of 
AB940, the varied office 
hours bill. 


The legislation, authored 
by Assemblymen Louis J. 
Papan and John 
Vasconcellos, allows DMV 
to conduct a pilot program 
to determine feasibility of 
using flexible field office 
hours. It designates no 
more than 12 of its 147 field 
offices to be open on Satur- 
day. 


The bill supported by 
DMV, was carried on the 
Senate floor by Senator 
Alfred Alquist. 

Hours of preference will 
be determined through 
questionnaires distributed 
to members of business and 
labor groups, civic and 
social organizations, at 
meetings of DMV’s 
Backseat Driver Public 
Panels, and to the motorists 
who visit DMV offices each 
day. Assistance of the news 
media in determining 
preferences of readers and 
listeners also will be 
sought. 

What DMV offices will 
participate in the pilot 
study will not be known un- 
til recommendations from 
the public and employees 
are received and evaluated, 
according to Chief Deputy 
Director Charles Ericksen. 

“The motoring public 
often finds it difficult or im- 
possible to get to our offices 
during traditional 8-to-5 
p.m. weekday working 
hours,” Ericksen said. “A 
DMV study conducted last 
year showed that 72 percent 
of the public felt that those 
hours weren’t adequate.”’ 

Presently, 48 DMV of- 
fices are open 45 hours a 
week, while 99 offices 
(those with 6:30 p.m. Thurs- 
day closings) are open 46% 
hours per week. Prior to 
AB940 the law did not 
prohibit state officers from 
being open additional days 
or hours, but mandated that 
they be open 8 to 5 Monday 
through Friday. 

The legislation does not 
mean that all offices will 
change hours. In offices 
where it is determined that 
present hours are meeting 
the public need, no change 
will be made, Ericksen 
said. No changes will be 
planned until the public has 
been heard from, he said. 


The pilot program would 
continue until Dec. 31, 1979, 
with a preliminary report to 
the Legislature due Dec. 31, 
1978, and a final report at 
the end of the pilot study.

gain weight; it prefers to 
Stay in a warm corner 
rather tham romping 
outside. 

Owners may attribute 
this behavior to the fact 
that their cog is ‘‘no longer 
a puppy.” Or they’ll shrug it 
off and decide that the dog 
is just not part of an ‘‘active 
breed.”” This is an unfor- 
tunate attitude. 

There are various reasons 
why a dog becomes sluggish 
before old age. Some of 
them, such as 
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hypothyroidism, are health 
problems and should be 
corrected. 
Hypothyroidism is a 
condition that develops 
when a small gland in the 
neck, called the thyroid, 
produces insufficient 
quantities of a hormone that 
has a direct effect on canine 
metabolism and regulates 
how food is used to satisfy 
nutritional and energy 
needs. Too little thyroid 
hormone sends few of the 
food calories into energy 
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production and makes the 
dog gain weight sometimes 
to the point of obesity. 
The hypothyroid dog 
tends to lose hair, 
especially on its back. It 
can develop sores on the 
skin. A dog with a low 
hormone level cannot 
regulate its internal body 
temperature very well and 
chills easily. It will seek 
additional warmth, even in 
the summertime. Breeders 
may notice that females do 
not come into heat or have 
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difficulty in becoming 
pregnant. 

This confusing set of 
symptoms prompts some 
owners and breeders to 
mistakenly try and treat 
their pets at home. They 
may try vitamins for the 
poor coat condition, or a 
different diet to control 
weight gain. Only when 
these therapies do not work, 
do they seek their 
veterinarians’ assistance. 

True thyroid deficiency 
responds only to a hormone 
supplement, with the 
dosage carefully regulated 
for the individual pet. Even 
if an alert pet owner 
correctly diagnoses a 
thyroid problem, the 
correct dosage is not easily 
determined. Too much 
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hormone is as bad as not 
enough. If the dog is 
overmedicated, it will 
develop a fast heartbeat, 
become nervous and 
restless. 

In the United States, 
there is an area called the 
“thyroid belt’’ that starts 
from the Great Lakes 
Basin, goes across the 
Northren Great Plains, the 
upper Mississippi Valley 
and extends through the 
Rocky Mountain States. In 
this area, a special type of 
thyroid deficiency called 
goiter is often seen. 

Goiter is a swelling of the 
thyroid gland caused by a 
lack of iodine in the diet. 
Iodine, an essential 
ingredient of thyroid 
hormones, is not readily 
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available in the water or 
locally grown food in this 
area. The thyroid gland 
swells in response to this 
deficiency. An iodine 
supplement, usually in the 
form of iodized salt, will 
reduce the swelling. The 
veterinarian may 
recommend feeding more 
commercial pet food since 
it contains higher levels of 
iodine. 

Your veterinarian is the 
person best equipped to 
diagnose and treat your 
pet’s thyroid problems. I 
recommend that you visit 
your veterinarian if you 
notice signs of 
hypothyroidism so that the 
condition can be treated as

possible. 
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Color is 
the secret 


There’s nothing like a few 
bright and sunny days to 
make the old kitchen look 
dingy. 

The secret is color, but 
color can work either for 
you or against you. Before 
you rush to a paint store 
with money in hand, 
consider a few basic 
principles of color. Light 
colors will make a room 
look larger, dark colors will 
have the opposite effect. A 
dark ceiling also will bring 
the room together. Cool 
colors — blues, greens,

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| Teacher prepares - 
shows in early 
} morning hours 


Robert Lober is a combination teacher, showman and 
starhead troubleshooter. 

Lober is one of the few people likely to be about at 4 
a.m. weekday mornings on Chaffey College’s isolated 
campus on the edge of the foothills in Alta Loma. 

Describing himself as an ‘‘early morning person,” he 
says that at 4 a.m. it is quiet, a good time to think about 
and draw sketches for the shows he stages in the college 
planetarium. 

He teaches astronomy classes and presents shows for 
elementary school children and the public in the white- 
domed planetarium. 

Though he has help from a secretary and student ar- 
tists and script readers, Lober does most of the work 
himself. . 

He says it can take up to 400 hours to prepare for each 
of the eight shows he stages twice a month October 
through May of each year. 

The preparation includes deciding on a topic, writing 
and photographing headlines to be projected on the 
planetarium inner dome during shows and tape recor- 
ding the narration and music. 

Recently acquired labor-saving machinery is relieving 
hirn of some lengthy, meticulous tasks, such as hand- 
dyeing photographic negatives to produce color 

( headlines. 

For show topics, Lober said he tries to find ‘‘something 
of general interest that can be understood.” 

Topics in coming months will include gas nebulas, 
relativity theory, life in other star systems, and dying 
Stars. 

At Christmas time, there will be a planetarium version 
of Scrooge for children. 

To attract interest, Lober said he ‘‘loads”’ his shows 
with sound, never concentrates on one thing for long and 
uses cartoon characters the audience can identify with. 

In the show on relativity, he will place a cartoon child 
on a Spacecraft headed for the star Andromeda in order 
to explain why time changes as the speed of light is ap- 
proached. 

Shows concerned with unidentified flying objects are 
the most popular and ‘‘really bring everybody out of the 
woodwork,” Lober said. 

He said he is himself a believer in UFOs, having had 
two sightings, a lighted object which made a high speed 
turn over the ocean and lights preceeding an aircraft 
over Claremont. 

“There are a hundred billion stars. There have to be 
stars with planets and planets with life. I think there are 
systems more sophisticated than ours,’’ he said. 

When asked why ‘‘they” come here, he says, ‘‘Why do 
you go to the zoo? They don’t make contact because they 
can sample us without physical confrontation.” 

Another of Lober’s responsibilities is to be 
troubleshooter when the planetarium centerpiece, the 
$22,000 starhead which projects stars and planets on the 
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inner dome, breaks down. 
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ble. 


On those occasions, he keeps up a steady patter to 
entertain the audience while hurriedly adjusting some of 
the more than 100 switches and dials to locate the trou- 


“T was really flabbergasted at the first breakdown,” 
he said, looking back. ‘‘Now when it breaks down, it’s 


really exciting.” 


A former high school science teacher in West Covina 
and holder of a master’s degree in astronomy, Lober has 
been in charge of the planetarium since it was completed 


in 1968. 


In 1975, the Congress of the United 
States, in its never-ending quest to 
triplicate and double-carbon the 
country, created the Federal 
Paperwork Commission. However, 
the commission, in its short two- 

- year history, much to Congress’ 
chagrin, doublecrossed them and in- 
stead of increasing paperwork and 
red tape actually significantly 
reduced those two items which iden- 
tify our American political tradi- 
tion. In fact, the savings to tax- 
payers — they’re the ones who fill 
out IRS forms in triplicate — was 
estimated at $1.3 billion. 


But before the commissions faded 
into history, it left a recommenda- 
tion to establish a cabinet-level 
Department of Administration ‘‘to 
promote more efficient, effective 
and responsive administration of the 
federal government, including 


reducing paperwork and red tape.”’ 


Since the Federal Paperwork 
Commission didn’t do its job, 
perhaps this new department will be 
more to the expectations of the 








Congress. In fact, if this cabinet- 
level department is anything like 
the others, here’s what will 
probably happen. 


We now take you to the offices of 
Wilson P. Throckmorton, secretary 
of the newly-formed Department of 
Administration. With Throckmorton 
are his two key assistants, Samuel 
J. Stonewall and Waldo L. Rockbot- 
tom.

Easygoing attitude 


Teens challenge taboos of dating 


“Today's teens might accurately be described as the 
‘oh-so-casual’ generation,’ observes writer William 
Barry Burlong, reporting on an exclusive nationwide sur- 
vey of teen dating habits in Seventeen magazine. 

The easygoing attitude of these teens, however, belies 
a certain awareness — not a steely cynicism, but not in- 
hocence either. They know what’s going on, perhaps even 
better than their parents. They also are able to deal with 
what they know, looking at problems realistically and ap- 
proaching them assertively. 

“The girls in this raised - consciousness era are 
prepared to deal with peer pressure on matters of pot, 
sex and such vanishing taboos as the questions of 
whether they should share expenses on dates or ask boys 
out,”’ says Furlong 

The study finds many things in common among today’s 
teen daters. Informality in dating is widespread. While 
many teens still go out on traditional single dates, 
another entirely different style is emerging: the casual 
gathering of young people on group dates. To some, cer- 
tain signals indicate that formal single - dating is 
gradually being phased out: the tendency to go to school 
functions in a group, then ending up as couples; or the 
growing inclination of a girl to meet a boy at the scene of 
a date. 

Teen daters also have the inflation problem in com- 
mon. “Some experts believe that inflation alone will 
have more effect than anything else in changing the 
patterns of single dating,’ reports Furlong. Dining out, 
tickets to sports events and even movies are costly these 
days. And, while in the past a girl didn’t pay much atten- 
tion to these matters, “today she not only knows about 
them, but accepts the fact that it’s up to her to help do 
something about them.” 

Some teen-age girls are paying for part of the date 
themselves. ‘‘If I've got a job, I don’t see why I shouldn’t 
help pay for some of the more expensive things,”’ an 18-

year-old California girl asserts. It’s still often difficult 
for a girl to force money on a boy, but many teen girls 
have learned to anticipate the problem and find ways of 
Suiding boys into activities easy for the girls to pay a 
part of, say, by buying tickets beforehand. 


Girls also are challenging another old taboo: asking a 
boy for a date. Furlong found that a surprising number of 
teen-age girls think that asking for dates should not be 
the entire responsibility of one sex. As one Florida girl 
puts it, “If I know a boy wants to go to a particular con- 
cert, I don’t feel I have to wait for him to ask me.”’ 


“Young people today seem to have a better understan- 
ding of the tremendous pressures they face — from 
peers, family and society — and they select which 
pressures they'll respond to,”’ Furlong notes. ‘‘they 
appear able to make their own choices without getting 
uptight.” 


“When I’m passed a joint at a party, I just say, ‘No, 
thanks.’ Nobody seems upset,’’ says a midwestern teen.
